Concession to 
Labor Element. 


At th e s a m e tim e th e plank contains 
a concessio n to the (Jumpers element, 
b e c a u s e it 
suggests that inju nctions 
should not be g ranted except upon no­ 
tice to th e defendants, but with th e 
proviso that th e Judge should have th e 
p o w er to issue s u m m a r y t e m p o r a r y in­ 
ju nction to prevent actu al d a m a g e to 
life or p roperty, provided that a speedy 
h e a rin g shall be given the defendant. 
On th e original anti-injunction plank 
th e full c o m m itt ee on resolutions wa? 
again st th e ad m inistra tion by a vote of 
a p p ro x im a te ly 28 to 24. 
During the

however, trem en d o u s exertions 
w e r e put forth on th e part of th e ad ­ 
m in istra tio n to secure the p assage of 
an anti-injunction plank of s o m e kind.

Practically All the Taft Delegations 


Are Seated. 


Chicago, J u n e 18.— T h e second day 
of th e Republican natio nal convention 
brought th e long expected Roosevelt 
yell, a whirlw ind of en th u s ia s m , which 
raged 
within th e vast a m p h i t h e a t e r 
of tho Coliseum 
for fully forty-five 
m in u t e s and tor a tim e presen tin g to 
the timid th e spectre of a Roosevelt 
stam pede.

m ittee agreed to the plank. 
It was 
predicted after the vote that there 
would be no fight on the m atter on the 
floor of the convention when the full 
report of the com m ittee was made. 
The injunction plank asserted that 
the Republican party always has and 
always will uphold the processes and 
proceedings of the courts and has 
absolute faith in their integrity and 
uprightness; nevertheless, it believes 
that the injunction practices should 
be so modified as to provide that only 
where irreparable damage to property 
is imminent the courts may grant in­ 
junctions w ithout notice. 
It is also 
specified 
th at due notice shall be 
given of im pending Injunction proceed­ 
ings. 
The modified injunction plank is be­ 
lieved to be acceptable to many more 
members of the committee than the 
original draft. 
The compromise plank is really a 
combination of two others.

KEPT IN CONSTANT TOUCH 


Roosevelt and Taft Followed Proceed­ 
ings of Convention. 
W ashington, June 18.—W ith every 
incident in the great gathering at Chi­ 
cago flashed to them on direct wires, 
President 
Roosevelt 
and 
Secretary 
Taft kept in constant touch with the 
Republican national convention, had 
a brief conference and each wound 
up the afternoon by driving into the 
suburbs while the convention was still 
in session. 
All day long the wires 
brought news of what was transpiring 
in the convention. 
There were di­ 
rect telegraph circuits from the con­ 
vention hall to the executive office of 
the W hite House and the private of­ 
fice of Secretary Taft, and a long dis­ 
tance telephone in Mr. T aft’s office as 
well. These perm itted ready commu- 
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nication with the convention leaders. 
Confidential telegraph and telephone 
operators were on duty at the Chica­ 
go ends of the wires, and not a move 
was made on the floor of the immense 
hall that was not almost simultaneous­ 
ly reported to W ashington. 
Apparently disinterested in the clos­ 
ing hours of the day’s proceedings, 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt drove 
from the W hite House to the vicinitj 
of Rock creek, northw est of the city, 
w here they mounted horses and can 
tared over the smooth bridle paths 
amid the wild scenery that charac­ 
terizes the park. 
They left just after 
the great ovation to Mr. Roosevelt 
had exhausted itself, following forty­ 
five minutes of continued cheering. 
The president received bulletins from 
the convention while dressing for his 
ride and after Secretary Taft, who 
had come to see him while the excite­ 
m ent in the Coliseum wTas at its 
height, had gone back to the war de­ 
partm ent.

Practically All the Taft Delegations 


Are Seated. 


Chicago, June 18.—The second day 
of the Republican national convention 
brought the long expected Roosevelt 
yell, a whirlwind of enthusiasm , which 
raged within the vast am phitheater 
! of the Coliseum for fully forty-five 
m inutes and for a tim e presenting to 
the timid the spectre of a Roosevelt 
stam pede. 
This

was 
decidedly the feature of a day other­ 
wise notable for a stirring speech 
from the permanent chairm an of the 
convention, 
Senator 
Henry 
Cabot 
Lodge of M assachusetts, for much 
practical procedure in placing the con­ 
vention on a smooth running basis, and 
; for the final defeat of the plan to re- 
j duce the representation of Southern 
states at future national conventions. 
Probably the most im portant act of 
the day, and the one having greatest 
significance, was the adoption of the 
report of the com m ittee on credentials, 
seating the Taft delegations practical­ 
ly in toto, 
lf there had been any 
lingering doubt of the Taft strength it 
disappeared before this decisive ac­ 
tion. which in effect placed upward of 
I 700 delegates in the T aft column. 
Equally important, and even more re­ 
m arkable, was the final acceptance of 
this result by the "allies” without the 
form ality of a dissenting m inority re­ 
port, and without carrying the ques­ 
tion to the floor of the convention for 
the open fight, which had been long 
threatened. 
Instead of this all further 
opposition seemed to crum ble; those 
who had promised trouble quietly ac­ 
cepted the inevitable and thus the 
path was cleared for the fulfillment 
of plans already well m atured for the 
nom ination of the head of the ticket.

The scene within the Coliseum re­ 
peated that of the opening day in the

; platform s, joined in the ebb and flow 
of agitation and enthusiasm .

porary Chairman Burrows called the 


I convention to order prom ptly at 12:20, 
but the delay of com m ittees in report­ 
ing gave an hour for diversion before 
the serious work of the day was be­ 
gun. 
This time was given over to 
th e visiting clubs, with bands and 
vocal choruses, bearing banners and 
strange devices of G. O. P. elephants. 
In front of the delegates paraded this 
m otely throng, eliciting laughter and 
applause.

Burrows Yields to Lodge.

Alfred S. Shrubb Starts Contest on 
Deck of the Caronia. 
Alfred S. Shrubb, the champion long 
distance runner, recently arrived at 
New York from his home in Sussex, 
England, accompanied by his wife and 
child, on the Cunard liner Caronia. He
